Mayor 
Jenny Sewell said the 
“grader” for the city’s in¬ 
surance company had re¬ 
quested that copies of all 
agreements, certificates, 
etc. be kept. Very little 
has changed as a result 
of the contract, and little 
cost is involved, she said.

CITY WATER AND SEWER WILL REQUEST RATE INCREASE 

Drop In Alcohol Receipts Affects City Budget

The Dawson Springs City 
Council held a first reading of 
an ordinance decreasing the 
budget for fiscal year 2013-2014 
from $2,032,650 to $2,013,750. 
The decrease is the result of a 
decline in ABC receipts. 

Mayor Jenny Sewell gave 
council members information 
from the City Water and Sewer 
System supporting a rate in¬ 
crease. No action was scheduled 
for Monday night’s meeting. A 


cover letter from Kathy Nichols, 
chairwoman of the City Water 
and Sewer Board of Commis¬ 
sioners explained the increase 
is needed to repay a loan for 
water tank painting and fil¬ 
ter rehabilitation at the water 
treatment facility With the pro¬ 
posed increase, the minimum 
bill would rise from $47.26 to $49 
per month, a difference of $1.74. 

The council approved the 
appointment of Melissa He¬ 
flin to the Historic District 
Commission. She will serve a 


three-year term of office expir¬ 
ing March 17, 2017. 

Sewell read a proclamation 
designating April 1 as Nation¬ 
al Service Recognition Day. 
Three local volunteers were 
honored for their contribu¬ 
tions to the community They 
are Betty Jackson, an Outwood 
volunteer; Wendy Shipley, who 
volunteers at Dawson Springs 
Elementary School; and Caro¬ 
lyn Sigler, who volunteers in 
the local preschool. They were

ter Grandparent program.

BOARD APPROVES TEMPORARYSEASONAL POSITION 


Refinancing May Save $130K

The Dawson Springs Board of 
Education approved a resolution 
Monday night to refinance a bond 
issue dated Sept. 1, 2009. The re¬ 
financing could save the district 
$130,000 to $150,000. 

The treasurer’s report showed 
a General Fund balance of 
$1,288,300.41 at the end of Febru¬ 
ary. This is $183,188.06 less than 
at this time last year according to 
treasurer Jenny Bruce. 

The board voted to add a tempo¬ 
rary seasonal 19 hour, six month 
grounds worker/maintenance 
position recommended by Super¬ 
intendent Lenny Whalen. Whalen 
said he wants to be prepared for 


grass cutting season and hopes 
to have someone to do the job 
regularly on campus and at the 
ball fields. This is work that has 
previously been done without a 
contract and will be paid with 
funds already budgeted for that 
purpose. Whalen will monitor the 
employee chosen for the position. 

The board also approved estab¬ 
lishing a Baseball Boosters club 
recommended by athletic director 
Lesley Mills. Mills said new regu¬ 
lations require starting over, even 
when an organization has previ¬ 
ously been in existence. A group 
of prospective members attended 
the meeting in support of the or¬ 
ganization. 

Two groups of students were

Illegally Placed Signage Will Be Removed 


offenses: possession of 
a first-degree controlled 
substance (metham- 
phetamine), possession

In the coming weeks, 
all campaign and other 
temporary advertising 
signage illegally placed 
on state highway rights 
of way will be removed 
to maintain safety. Ac¬ 
cording to Kentucky 
Transportation Cabinet 
officials, signs show up 
along state highways in 
greater numbers during 
election years. 

KYTC District 2 chief 
engineer Kevin Mc- 
Clearn said the agency 
is asking candidates and 
citizens to make sure 
their signs do not en¬ 
croach on state right of 
way. 

“Political signs can 
pose safety issues. The 
wires used to support 
them can create hazards 
for crews and the public 
if they are hit by mow¬ 
ers. In addition, tempo¬ 
rary advertising signs 
can limit the view of on¬ 
coming traffic, especially 
near intersections and 
driveways, ” McClear n 
said. 

Kentucky law and 
KYTC policy prohibit the 
placement of political or 
other advertising signs 
on state rights of way, 
including signs attached 
to utility poles or fences 
within the area. 

“We are asking can¬ 
didates and their sup¬ 
porters to do the right 
thing now by removing 
signs placed on state 
property,” McClearn 
said. “Our crews will re¬ 
move them, if required. 
However, the time they 
spend policing political 
signs means they have 
less time for patching 
potholes and safety-re¬ 
lated maintenance ac¬ 
tivities.” 

Enforcement of the 
sign prohibition can be 
difficult because right of 
way boundaries can vary 
by highway and location. 
All signage should be be¬ 
hind sidewalks. In areas 
without sidewalks, all 
signs should be behind 
the ditch line and outside

areas commonly mowed 
or maintained by high¬ 
way crews. 

On four-lane high¬ 
ways with controlled ac¬ 
cess or limited access, no 
signs should be placed on 
the highway side of the 
fence line or on the fence 
itself. 

Illegally placed signs 


picked up by highway 
crews will be moved to 
the state highway ga¬ 
rage in each county. 
A candidate or a cam¬ 
paign representative 
may reclaim them by 
showing identification 
and completing a claim 
form.

More Than 100 Have Died 
On Ky. Roads This Year

One hundred-four 
people have died on Ken¬ 
tucky highways so far 
this year. That’s accord¬ 
ing to the Transportation 
Cabinet’s Office of High¬ 
way Safety. 

That compares to 
108 deaths as of this 
date a year ago. In 2012, 
136 fatalities had been 
reported by this date. 

Of the 16 Kentucky 
State Police posts around 
the state, 22 fatalities 
have been reported with¬ 
in the Elizabethtown post 
area. The Frankfort post 


with nine deaths is the 
second highest while the 
eight deaths in the Bowl¬ 
ing Green post area are 
the next highest number. 

KOHS said 21 percent 
of the 104 fatalities year 
to date involve alcohol 
use and 40 percent of 
those killed in accidents 
wore seat belts while 48 
percent did not. 

Four of the fatalities 
involved motorcycles. 
Nineteen percent of the 
fatalities occurred in the 
55-64 years age bracket 
while the 20-24 years old 
bracket was second high¬ 
est with 18 percent of the 
fatalities year to date.

Local Couple Arrested On

Kentucky’s poverty 
rate has been consistent¬ 
ly higher than the nation¬ 
al average for the past 
30 years, and aspects of 
Kentucky’s economy put 
it behind many states. 

Chris Bollinger, direc¬ 
tor of the Center for 
Business and Economic 
Research and author of 
the 2014 Kentucky Annu¬ 
al Economic Report, 
estimated a 2 percent 
increase this year in the 
state’s gross domestic 
product, which will help 
Kentucky move toward 
a more successful future. 

As it stands, Kentucky 
is struggling economically 
as compared to the nation 
as a whole. When the per¬ 
centage of Americans 
living in poverty was 12.4 
percent in 1980, the per¬ 
centage of Kentuckians 
living in poverty was 17.6 
percent, according to the 
2014-15 Kentucky County 
Profile. 

As of 2012, the rate of 
poverty in the U.S. was 
14.9 percent, and Ken¬ 
tucky’s was 18.6 percent. 

When the War on Pov¬ 
erty began in the 1960s 
during Lyndon B. John¬ 
son’s presidency, the per 


capita earned income 
levels of 41 of Kentucky’s 
120 counties put those 
counties in the bottom 
10 percent of the more 
than 3,000 counties in the 
United States, according 
to the annual report. 

By 2011, 35 Kentucky 
counties were still in 
the bottom 10 percent, 
according to the report. 
The majority of those 
counties are in Eastern 
Kentucky, with others 
concentrated in South- 
central Kentucky. 

Kentucky is also 
ranked 49th among the 50 
states on a county-level 
innovation index, which 
measures human capi¬ 
tal, economic dynamics, 
productivity and employ¬ 
ment and economic well¬ 
being in a county, accord¬ 
ing to the report. Fayette 
County ranked highest in 
Kentucky at 92.3 points. 

San Mateo County, 
Calif., which is Silicon 
Valley, had the highest 
value in the nation with 
129.3, according to the 
report. 

Bollinger also fore¬ 
casted that Kentucky’s 
unemployment rate 
would drop to 6.5 per¬ 
cent, which is the nation¬ 
al average, according to 
a release from the Uni¬ 


versity of Kentucky. Ken¬ 
tucky’s unemployment 
rate as of October was 
8.4 percent, according to 
the U.S. Bureau of Labor 
Statistics. 

“Education is really 
the thing that holds Ken¬ 
tucky back,” Bollinger 
said. 

Although Kentucky 
has increased its num¬ 
ber of people with a 
high school diploma or 
more over the past 20 
years (from 65 percent 
of adults ages 25 to 65 
in 1990 to 87.3 percent 
in 2012), the nation’s 
average increased to 88 
percent and the com¬ 
petitive states’ average 
to 88.6 percent, which is 
still behind several other 
countries in the world, 
according to the annual 
report. 

Bollinger said another 
problem is that Kentucky 
isn’t graduating enough 
people with science and 
engineering degrees, 
and many jobs require 
science and engineering 
skills. 

“We don’t have a labor 
force that meets those 
requirements,” Bollinger 
said. Large companies 
aren’t “going to locate 
here because we don’t 
have the labor force.” 


Multiple Drug Charges 


Health Department Will Close 
Crittenden County School Clinics

A partnership disrupt¬ 
ed by bureaucracy. 

That’s the message 
sent by Pennyrile Dis¬ 
trict Health Department 
officials on the decision 
to no longer provide 
in-house school clinics 
at Crittenden County 
schools after the current 
academic year. In fact, 
the health department 
announced it will be clos¬ 
ing all of its school clin¬ 
ics at the end of June 
in the five counties with 
which it partners. 

The action will also 
lead to layoffs within the 
district health depart¬ 
ment, but how many was 
unclear at press time. 

Allison Beshear, the 
director of the Pennyrile 
District Health Depart¬ 
ment, said the district 
board of health met Feb. 
27 and decided to close 
the remaining eight 
school clinics that serve 
Crittenden, Caldwell, 
Livingston, Lyon and 
Trigg counties after their 
contracts with those 
school districts expire. 

“Many options were 
considered, and after a 
lengthy discussion the 
board voted to discon¬ 
tinue this program July 
1, 2014,” a news release 
from the district health 
department read. 

The closures come on 
the heels of a reduction in 
personnel at school clin¬ 
ics over the last several 
months. At the beginning 
of the 2013 fiscal year, 
the health department 
had 10 school clinics in 


its five-county health dis¬ 
trict. During that year, 
two clinics closed - one at 
Crittenden County High 
School and another in 
Caldwell County - due to 
limited funding because 
of Kentucky Spirit, a man¬ 
aged care organization, 
not paying for services. 

Last May, Crittenden 
County Board of Educa¬ 
tion agreed to keep two 
school clinics open for the 
current academic year. 
The clinics are located 
at the elementary school 
and middle school, which 
shares its clinic with the 
high school. To keep two 
full-time nurses and one 
full-time clerical assis¬ 
tant at those clinics cost 
$63,000. Crittenden Coun¬ 
ty Board of Health agreed 
to pay $10,000 toward the 
amount, lowering the 
board of education’s com¬ 
mitment to $53,000. 

Health department 
officials said over the 
last three years, the 
school health program 
has struggled due to cut¬ 
backs from Medicaid and 
having to pay a 30-percent 
match on every Medicaid 
dollar received. 

Beshear said alterna¬ 
tives to avoid closing the 
school clinics were dis¬ 
cussed. They included 
raising local health tax 
dollars in communities 
that receive the health 
services in their schools. 

Another option was 
asking local school boards 
for more money toward 
their contracts. Reducing 
clinic operating hours 
was also considered, 
which would have cut 
employee hours to part-

VOTE ON RETENTION POLICY MYISWN NEXT MONTH 

Retention, Sixth Grade Math 
Discussed By Elementary SBDM 


Jennifer Ward, elementary 
principal and school council chair¬ 
woman, discussed the school’s 
retention policy with council 
members Monday Revision of 
the policy has been tabled at the 
past two meetings of the Dawson 
Springs Elementary SBDM Coun¬ 
cil to allow time for additional re¬ 
search and consideration. 

Ward said her research has 
shown some surrounding schools 
do not have SBDM retention poli¬ 
cies and others have policies which 
mirror district policy She has dis¬ 
cussed the matter at length with 
Superintendent Leonard Whalen. 

Ward provided members addi¬ 
tional materials concerning the 
policy which she asked them to 
study between now and the April 
meeting. The materials include 
Whalen’s thoughts and a form that 
can be used to track a student’s 
progress throughout the year. 
Teachers would also record on the 
document all measures used to 
close learning gaps. 

“Retention is a professional 
decision,” Ward said, adding that 
everything should be documented 
so that data is available to back up 
whatever decision is made. 

A vote on revisions to the reten¬ 
tion policy will be taken at next 
month’s meeting after which Ward 
will make a recommendation to 
the superintendent. 

The council approved a first 


reading of a policy which will al¬ 
low sixth grade students with ad¬ 
vanced math skills to move into 
a seventh grade math class. Ward 
said the students will still be re¬ 
sponsible for state testing at the 
sixth grade level. A review of con¬ 
cepts covered by K-Prep will be 
provided. A second reading will 
take place in April. 

Existing policies scheduled 
for review this month were the 
Principal Selection, Instructional 
Practices and Technology Use pol¬ 
icies. The Principal Selection Pol¬ 
icy was accepted without change. 
The Instructional Practices Policy, 
last reviewed Dec. 6, 2010, will be 
revised to include a list of uses of 
technology in classroom instruc¬ 
tion. The Technology Use Policy, 
which deals primarily with safety 
issues, will be changed to specify 
that the district’s Acceptable Use 
Policy will be signed by all new 
students. Currently enrolled stu¬ 
dents will sign every three years. 

The budget report showed that 
83.4 percent of the yearly alloca¬ 
tion has been spent, leaving an 
available balance of $4,963.28. 

“We are not doing bad at all,” 
Ward commented. 

The Good News Report includ¬ 
ed results of the academic team’s 
competition in the 2014 Gover¬ 
nor’s Cup. Dawson Springs Ele¬ 
mentary School placed third in the 
final standings. Individual student 


scores are as follows: math, Dylan 
Dawson, third and Gabe Workman 
fourth; social studies, Jackson 
Creekmur, fourth; science, Caleb 
Garrett, fifth; composition, Caleb 
Garrett, first and Abby Garrett, 
fourth; arts and humanities, Aus¬ 
tin McCutchen, fifth. 

Dawson Springs placed second 
in future problem solving and first 
in quick recall. Dylan Dawson 
competed in the individual future 
problem solving event Monday in 
Louisville for the possibility of 
moving on to the international 
competition for his age group this 
summer. 

Elementary students Daniel 
Garrett and Charles Abbott pro¬ 
posed establishing F.C.A. Jr for 
fifth and sixth graders. The coun¬ 
cil approved the organization 
which will begin meeting this 
week. Marcella McCuiston and 
Carrie Durbin will be co-sponsors. 

The school calendar for 2014- 
2015 was reviewed. The first day 
for students is set for Aug. 11, and 
the last day is scheduled for May 
21. Fall and spring breaks will be 
one week each with two weeks off 
for Christmas vacation. 

Upcoming events include spring 
pictures March 27. 

The next regularly scheduled 
meeting will be held at 3:30 p.m.

Man Faces Drug Charges

If the beginning of spring and the beginning of 
what’s known as “March Madness” doesn’t make 
you smile, then maybe you should try some ice 
cream — or maybe a cold beer. In other words, it’s 
time to shed our winter blues and the frowns that go 
with them and spread some smiles and cheers.

It’s time for our NCAA predictions. This year, 
instead of making a complete fool out of myself 
by attempting to pick winners of games that may 
never even happen — at least more of them — these 
picks are only through the second and third rounds. 
These are the teams this prognosticator thinks will 
be in the Sweet 16. 

But first, a few comments about the seeding pro¬ 
cess and which regionals seem to be the toughest. 

The seeding commitee appeared to get the first 
four seeds correct. The only major problem in the 
first 16 seeds is with our own Louisville Cardinals. 

The Cardinals, seeded fourth in the Midwest Re¬ 
gional, are ranked as the fifth best team in the coun¬ 
try, but their seeding shows they should be ranked 
between 13 and 16. Louisville has proven itself to 
be one of the top teams and should have received a 
better seed. 

As for the Kentucky Wildcats, an eight seed may 
not seem to be very good, but it says here it’s just 
about what they deserve. When looking at the other 
six and seven seeds, it’s difficult to say the Wildcats 
deserve a better seed than any of them. 

Those two Kentucky teams did get placed in what 
appears to be the toughest of the regions which in¬ 
cludes last year’s champion, this year’s only unde¬ 
feated team, the team which was ranked number 
one in the preseason (in other words a team with 
lots of talent), plus Duke and Michigan. Add to that 
the team (N.C. State) which has one of the nation’s 
best players (T. J. Warren) and you have a very tough 
region. 

Florida and Arizona got the easiest route to the 
Final Four in the South and West regionals, respec¬ 
tively. If Kansas freshman center Joel Imbiid can¬ 
not play, then Florida’s road should be the easiest. 

Now for the picks: 

In the South Region, Florida will face Pittsburgh 
in the third round where the Gators will send the 
Panthers back home to the Steel City. 

Stephen F. Austin will defeat Virginia Common¬ 
wealth and face UCLA in the third round. History 
will not repeat itself this time as the Bruins now 
know where Tulsa is and how to beat them. (Sev¬ 
eral years ago UCLA’s Ed O’Bannon famously asked 
where Tulsa was and then lost to the Golden Hurri¬ 
cane.) UCLA will then defeat the Lumberjacks and 
face the Gators in Memphis, provided they know 
where that is. 

Ohio State and Syracuse, two under-achieving 
teams, will face each other with the Buckeyes send¬ 
ing the Orange back to their snowy home in upstate 
New York. Kansas will defeat New Mexico, with or 
without Imbiid, in the other third round game. 

In the East Region, Virginia will advance to the 
Sweet 16 with a win over Memphis where they will 
face Tom Izzo’s Michigan State Spartans. However, 
Sparty will have a hard time with the Crimson from 
Harvard, who will be fresh off an upset win over 
the Bearcats from Cincinnati. 

In the bottom half of this bracket, look for an¬ 
other big upset when St. Joseph’s husks the UConn 
Huskies and faces inter-city-rival Villanova. The 
bigger upset will happen when the Hawks beat the 
Wildcats to set up a sweet 16 matchup with North 
Carolina, an upset winner over the Cyclones from 
Iowa State (my uncle Jack Rhody’s alma mater). 

In the West Region, 12th-seeded North Dakota 
State will be the darling of the ball as they slip by 
Oklahoma and New Mexico State to face the Wild¬ 
cats from Arizona. Travis Ford’s Cowboys come 
close to a big upset when they barely lose to the top- 
seeded Wildcats. Baylor will get by upset winner 
La.-Lafayette to face Oregon, an upset winner over 
Wisconsin, another over-ranked Big 10 team. 

In the Midwest Region, where the Cats and Cards 
could (and will) face off, the Wildcats from Ken¬ 
tucky will slip by the Wildcats from Kansas State 
and then hand a shocking upset to the previously 
undefeated Shockers from Wichita State. 

N.C. State will upset the Billikens from St. Louis, 
but then the luck of the Wolf Pack will end against 
Louisville, setting up a showdown between the Cats 
and Cards. Iowa will upset the Minutemen from 
UMass but will fall to the Dookies. Michigan’s Wol¬ 
verines will have a fight with the Texas Longhorns 
to set up a sweet 16 contest against the Blue Devils.

All 50 states have sunshine laws

It was, perhaps, no coincidence 
that a century of “sunlight” was 
born during the winter holidays, 
when celebrants burn Yule logs, 
place stars atop trees and light 
candles to hold back the darkness 
during these longest nights. 

On Dec. 20,1913, Harper’s Week¬ 
ly published “What Publicity Can 
Do” by Louis Brandeis. In it, he 
painted an image of transparency 
that still captures the imagination. 
“Publicity is justly commended as 
a remedy for social and industrial 
diseases. Sunlight is said to be the 
best of disinfectants; electric light 
the most efficient policeman,” he 
wrote. 

Brandeis was concerned about 
a worrisome concentration of 
wealth and power in the hands 
of his era’s banks and industries. 
Parallels to the last few years 
require no elaboration. 

Americans soon realized that 
his idea of sunlight could be 
applied more broadly. Govern¬ 
ment also functions best under 
public scrutiny. The chummy club 
of good ol’ boys who met behind 
closed doors and emerged only 
with conclusions would soon fade 
from the norm. Transparency and 
accountability became the new 
paradigm for government. 

Today we might call Brandeis’ 
metaphor a meme, an infectious 
idea that flourishes. Journalists 
and other government watchdogs 
often quote him. We mark Sun¬ 
shine Week in the spring. Orga¬ 
nizations like the Sunlight Foun¬ 
dation and Sunshine in Govern¬ 


ment Initiative fight 
for the people’s right 
to know what gov¬ 
ernment does. All 50 
states have sunshine 
laws, as does the fed¬ 
eral government, not 
least the Freedom of 
Information Act. 

In recent years, 
though, sunlight is on 
the defensive against 
government agencies 
and lawmakers who 
fear disclosure and 
seek to allow greater 
secrecy. 

When a writer for National 
Review Online asked the National 
Park Service for public records 
related to closing George Wash¬ 
ington’s Mount Vernon home 
during the recent federal govern¬ 
ment shutdown, she hit a wall. 
The Department of the Interior, 
of which the Park Service is a 
branch, ran a black marker over 
the most interesting passages. It 
“redacted” them in the parlance 
of open government. 

Interior justified its secrecy 
because “public dissemination 
of this information would have 
a chilling effect on the agency’s 
deliberative process; it would 
expose the agency’s decision-mak¬ 
ing process in such a way as to dis¬ 
courage candid discussion within 
the agency.” 

That, of course, is the whole 
point of government sunlight. If 
officials are embarrassed to let 
the public know how they reach 
decisions, they should reconsider 
whether they are making the right 


ones. 

Brandeis was 
not the first to sug¬ 
gest shining light on 
secrets. In 1884, Wood- 
row Wilson, who would 
appoint Brandeis to 
the Supreme Court 
in 1916, wrote, “Light 
is the only thing that 
can sweeten our politi¬ 
cal atmosphere - light 
thrown upon every 
detail of administra¬ 
tion in the depart¬ 
ments; light diffused 
through every passage 
of policy; light blazed full upon 
every feature of legislation; light 
that can penetrate every recess 
or corner in which any intrigue 
might hide; light that will open to 
view the innermost chambers of 
government, drive away all dark¬ 
ness from the treasury vaults.” 

He missed only the warm 
appeal of the sun. Three decades 
later Brandeis’ sunlight metaphor 
captured a place in our collective 
psyche, even if many people today 
do not even know who authored it. 

Brandeis led a tremendous¬ 
ly accomplished life and sits in 
the pantheon of great Ameri¬ 
can jurists. At this centennial, 
he deserves special recognition 
for an idea that endures and still 
shapes the way we think about the 
relationship between government 
and the people.

Juvenile justice should be reformed 


Kentucky puts way 
too many juvenile 
offenders in detention 
facilities and spends way 
too much money keeping 
them there. 

The Department of 
Juvenile Justice spends 
more than half of its 
$102 million budget hous¬ 
ing these juvenile offend¬ 
ers, at a per-bed cost of 
$100,000 a year. 

But a legislative task 
force studying the juve¬ 
nile justice system for 
the past two years found 
that less than half of the 
young Kentuckians occu¬ 
pying those beds are con¬ 
sidered serious offend¬ 
ers. 

And a Kentucky Youth 
Advocates analysis of 
Department of Juvenile 
Justice and Louisville 
Metro Youth Detention 
data found that just 3.8 
percent of juveniles sent 
to detention facilities 
between 2007 and 2011 
were confined for com¬ 
mitting violent crimes 
such as homicide, sex¬ 
ual assault, aggravated 
assault or robbery. 

If less than half of the 
juveniles in our deten¬ 
tion facilities are there 
because they are serious 
offenders, what did the 
others do that got them 
thrown in among the 
real bad apples? 

Some of them com¬ 
mitted misdemeanors. 
Some of them violated 
the terms of their proba¬ 
tion or the rules of their 
community supervision. 
And some of them had 
the audacity to commit 
status offenses, such as 
skipping school or run¬ 
ning away from home, 
actions that would not be 
considered crimes at all 
if adults were doing the 
skipping or the running 
away. 

It makes no sense to 
put a young person who 
made a relatively minor 
mistake such as a mis¬ 
demeanor or probation 
violation in one of those 
$100,000-per-year deten¬ 
tion facility beds next to 
a more hardened juve¬ 
nile offender who can 
teach him or her how to 
be a real criminal. And it 
defies all logic to throw a 
status offender into the 
same environment. 

Senate Bill 200, which 
has been approved by 
the Senate Judiciary 
Committee, would move 
Kentucky in a different 
direction, a more rea¬ 


soned direction in its 
approach to juvenile jus¬ 
tice. SB 200 is a product 
of the two-year study of 
the legislative task force 
co-chaired by Sen. Whit¬ 
ney Westerfield and Rep. 
John Tilley, the chairs of 
their respective judicia¬ 
ry committees. 

The bill stresses ear¬ 
lier intervention in the 
lives of juvenile offend¬ 
ers, earlier assessment 
of their risks and needs 
and earlier access to the 
kind of services that 
could keep them from 
ever seeing the inside of 
a courtroom much less 
the inside of a detention 
facility. 

While SB 200 is a wor¬ 
thy piece of legislation 
that would bring about 
several much-needed 
changes in Kentucky’s 
approach to juvenile 
justice, the version of 
the bill approved by the 
Senate Judiciary Com¬ 
mittee would not prompt 
enough change in how 
the state deals with sta¬ 
tus offenses. 

The bill still leaves 
open the possibility that 
a young person deemed 
to have committed 
such an offense could 
wind up in one of those 
$100,000-a-year beds next 
to a real juvenile crimi¬ 
nal. That simply is not 
wise public policy. 

Certainly, there may 



be times when status 
offenders need to be 
detained for their own 
good. The hypothetical 
example cited during 
committee debate Thurs¬ 
day involved a 14-year- 
old girl showing up in 
a truck stop parking lot 
to run away with the 
40-year-old man she met 
on the Internet. 

Obviously, some form 
of detention might be 
necessary in such a case, 
detention that gives the 
girl time to get the help 
and counseling she needs 
to recognize the mistake 
she was about to make. 
But this detention need 
not cost the state $100,000 


a year, and it need not put 
her in an environment 
that enhances the like¬ 
lihood she might make 
more, and even worse, 
mistakes in the future. 

As SB 200 makes its 
way through the legisla¬ 
tive process, lawmakers 
in both chambers have 
an opportunity to make a 
good piece of legislation 
much better by correct¬ 
ing its shortcomings in 
regard to status offend¬ 
ers. They should make 
the most of that oppor¬ 
tunity.

Panther girls 
shooting for 
.500 season 


Panther softball head coach Kent Workman will 
begin his eighth year at the helm with much more 
experience than his team. Six starters from last year’s 
7-13 team will not be back. Five graduated and starting 
second baseman Tiki Robinson decided to not play this 
year. 

However, the good news is, the three remaining 
starters fill three important positions for the Panthers. 

“We are seeing some really good things in practice,” 
Workman said. “They have a lot of enthusiasm and 
have a pretty good attitude.” 

The only senior on the team, Bradleigh Bruch, start¬ 
ed at third base last year and likely will be back at the 
hot corner this year. 

The battery will be back with freshman Courtney 
Copeland on the mound and 
sophomore Madison Riggs 
starting as catcher.

“The biggest goal for this group is for them to feel 
successful,” Workman said.

If the script mentioned here becomes reality, then 
I foresee a Sweet 16 rematch of last year’s Final Four, 
Louisville and Wichita. That one was a beauty, this 
one would be too. 

"Circle talk" 

Florida made it a Kentucky hat trick against 
because Billy Donovan’s team shut down Julius 
Randle, seven shots and three offensive rebounds in 


29 minutes, and Kentucky coaches had no answers. 

Thus, Calipari circle talk after the SEC title game: 
“Julius has got to play better, Alex (Poythress) has 
got to play better.

Education courses important step for state's hunters

It is a few minutes before 6 p.m. on Friday and vehi¬ 
cles continue pulling into the parking lot at the Scott 
County Extension Center. 

An orange sign marked “Hunter Education” con¬ 
firms the visitors are in the right place and directs 
them to proceed to the North Room, where a uni¬ 
formed Kentucky Department of Fish and Wildlife 
Resources conservation educator welcomes his new 
students. 

Jamie Cook asks everybody to take a registration 
form and a copy of the “Today’s Hunter” guide. The 
form will be their “passport” for the next two days, he 
says, and the 112-page study guide will complement 
the classroom instruction. 

“All of you are here for different reasons,” Cook, 
who oversees the Hunter’s Legacy program, tells the 
room. “We want you to leave tomorrow afternoon safe 
hunters. That’s what we want to teach you.” 

Hunter education courses like this are offered 
throughout the state and serve as an important step in 
the development of responsible, safe, knowledgeable 
and involved hunters. 

Licensed hunters born on or after Jan. 1, 1975, are 
required to successfully complete the course. A one- 
year, one-time only exemption card is available for 
hunters unable to complete coursework by the start of 
a season. 

More than 14,000 people took the hunter education 
course last year in Kentucky, according to Kentucky 
Fish and Wildlife Hunter Education Supervisor Bill 
Baida. 

The desire to partake in the spring turkey season 
provides the motivation for many enrollees this time 
of year, although children wishing to participate in 
shooting sports offered through 4-H also take the 
course. 

Then, there are those people with no hunting tradi¬ 
tion in their families, but an interest in starting one. 

The course is offered in a classroom setting, online 
or on a CD. The classroom option spans 10 hours over 
two days. It takes a few minutes to register online at 
fw.ky.gov. 

The classroom option is a good one for families and 
those new to hunting. The interaction enhances the 
learning process. With a Kentucky Fish and Wildlife 
instructor and volunteers present, students can get

answers to questions immediately. 

Sixty people registered for the class taught by Cook 
and volunteers Becky Bloomfield and Chace Wallen. 
Forty-seven showed up. There were fathers and sons, 
fathers and daughters, and entire families. A few stu¬ 
dents were alone. 

The class opened with a short film portraying poor 
hunter behavior that led into a discussion about hunt¬ 
er ethics and responsibility 

The formal instruction included more videos and 
PowerPoint slides, but an open dialogue kept the class 
engaged. There are areas of emphasis, the occasional 
joke and subtle hints about what might appear on the 
next day’s exam. 

Treat every firearm as if it was loaded was one 
phrase heard, and repeated, often. 

Class broke at around 9 p.m. Friday after covering 
the importance of planning and preparation, hunting 
strategies, shot selection, survival skills, types of fire¬ 
arms and how to handle them safely. This session also 
educated attendees about the hunter’s role in wildlife 
conservation. It would reconvene at 8:30 a.m. Saturday 
and cover tree stand safety, ammunition, archery and 
trapping before exam time. 

To earn the coveted orange hunter education card, 
which is valid in every state and shows you grasp the 
basics, a person must correctly answer at least 80 per¬ 
cent of the 50 questions on a written exam and partic¬ 
ipate in the “range day” 

“Do most people pass?” a young lady asked. 

Cook assured that most people pass. 

The test is split into true-false and multiple choice 
questions. All but one student earned a passing grade. 
After a lunch break, the class reconvened at nearby 
Veterans Memorial Wildlife Management Area 
(WMA) for the range portion. Another 37 students 
who completed the online or CD course offerings 
attended it as well. 

The classroom group started at the skeet shooting 
station. Shooters were given their choice of a 12-gauge 
pump action shotgun or 20-gauge single shot, break 
action shotgun. Most of the kids opted for the 
20-gauge while the adults chose the beefier 12-gauge. 

Wallen loaded the guns for the younger shooters 
and everybody could take up to three shots at clay tar-

Bloomfield signed students’ passports after suc¬ 
cessfully completing the exercise. 

As the day wore on, camaraderie developed among 
the group that had taken the class together. Small talk 
turned into full-fledged conversations as people wait¬ 
ed for their turn at the final two stations. 

The day’s last group included two father-son pairs, 
a college-aged woman and a 39-year-old father of two 
with no previous hunting experience. 

The group practiced techniques for carrying a gun 
in the field — in this case an unloaded air gun — were 
quizzed about shot selection and reviewed tree stand 
safety before walking back to a vacant house on the 
property that served as a meeting point. 

Blaze orange vests were returned and passports 
submitted for the final time. Cook signed the papers 
and placed them in a cardboard box. It was around 4 
p.m. and the group had successfully completed the 
hunter education course. 

Their orange hunter education cards would be 
arriving within two weeks, opening the door to con¬ 
tinuing family traditions or creating new ones in 
Kentucky and elsewhere.

For the 53rd time in program his¬ 
tory the Kentucky Wildcats are among 
the field for the NCAA Tournament, it 
was announced Sunday evening. 

UK will open the tournament 
against Kansas State Friday, March 
21st at approximately 8:40 p.m. in St. 
Louis, Mo. 

The contest will air on CBS. Open¬ 
ing tip will occur 30 minutes after the 
session’s first game, which begins at 
6:10 p.m. in the Scottrade Center. 

Kentucky (24-10), seeded eighth in 


the Midwest Region, will take on ninth- 
seeded Kansas State (20-12) in the sec¬ 
ond round of NCAA Tournament.

falling 61-60. 

Kansas State is one of seven teams 
from the Big 12 to make the NCAA 
tournament. The Wildcats have lost 
their last three, including a 91-85 defeat 
to league tournament champion Iowa 
State. 

Meanwhile, the University of Louis¬ 
ville men’s basketball team will make 
its 40th appearance in the NCAA Tour¬ 
nament, facing No. 13 seed Manhattan 
in a Midwest Region second round con¬ 


test on Thursday, at the Amway Center 
in Orlando, Fla. (8:50 p.m. on TNT). 

The defending national champs will 
enter the NCAA tournament on a roll. 
Louisville (29-5) has won five straight, 
including a 71-61 win over Connecticut 
in the American Athletic Conference 
tournament final on Saturday.

Family Itching to be Rid of Pinworms 

DEAR DR. DONOHUE: Two of my 
children, a boy in the second grade and a 
girl in kindergarten, have been scratch¬ 
ing their behinds for a week. I mentioned 
this to my neighbor, and she said they 
probably have pinworms. That made me 
sick to my stomach. 

How do I know for sure? If they have 
them, where did they come from? I have 
two other children. Should they, my hus¬ 
band and I also be treated? I am really 
upset. - A.D. 

ANSWER: Calm down. Pinworms are 
easily treated. They’re harmless and 
don’t indicate a lack of cleanliness in 
your home. They’re found worldwide, 
and no stratum of society is immune to 
infection with them. 

Transmission takes place when pin- 
worm eggs find their way into another 
person’s mouth. Scratching embeds eggs 
under the fingernails. The majority of 
infections take place when an adult or 
child with pinworm eggs under his or 
her nails or on his or her hands touches 
another, and that person then transfers 
them to the mouth. In the digestive 
tract, an adult pinworm emerges in 
a month to six weeks. Infected people 
perpetuate the cycle of infection in 
their own bodies by transmitting eggs 
to their mouths. 

The mature female pinworm travels 
down the digestive tract at night and 
deposits her eggs at or just outside the 
anus. A female lays more than 11,000 
eggs. They’re the cause of intense itch¬ 
ing. 

The diagnosis is made by finding 
the worm or its eggs. The best time 
to look is first thing in the morning, 
before the child has washed. A pin¬ 
worm looks like a thin, white thread, 
about four-tenths of an inch (1 cm) long. 


Make the search with a flashlight and a 
magnifying glass. Scotch tape, fixed to 
a tongue depressor or a similar object 
and pressed against the skin near the 
anus, traps eggs, which the doctor can 
see with a microscope. The tape is fixed 
to the depressor with the sticky side on 
the outside. The ends of the tape are 
folded over to adhere to the two sides of 
the depressor. Mebendazole and alben¬ 
dazole do a good job in getting rid of 
the worms. All family members should 
be treated.

DEAR DR. DONOHUE: My doctor 
has me on a calcium tablet because I’m 
nearing the osteoporosis line. I’m 63 and 
never have taken any kind of medicine. I 
hate to break my record. 

Can’t I get enough calcium from foods 
to reach my calcium goal? Let me know 
what foods, please. - B.A. 

ANSWER: You can get enough calcium 
from foods, and it’s as good a way, if not 
better, of getting that mineral than are 
tablets and pills. 

Eight ounces of low-fat yogurt has 413 
mg; 8 ounces of low fat milk, 300 mg; 6 
ounces of calcium-fortified orange juice, 
378 mg; 3 ounces of canned sardines, 324 
mg; 1.5 ounces of Cheddar cheese, 306 mg; 
1 cup of cottage cheese, 138 to 206 mg. 

A woman of your age needs about 
1,200 mg of calcium a day.
